I mentioned to Mr.Vandyk the question of the costs of 
these photographs and I told him I would let you know pri- 
vately what he said, It was to the effect that if the medal 
is being struck for the purpose of charity,he would be only 
too glad to give the photo, but if,on the other hand,it is 
being used as a money-making concern,he would expect to re-
